Whereas, the recent federal report and 
the investigation of the commission on 
minimum wage boards of Massachusetts 
show indisputably that a large part of 
women workers are receiving compen- 
sation inadequate to meet the necessary 
cost of living; 

Whereas, 59 per cent of all young women 
between the ages of 16 and 2 are gain- 
fully employed and large numbers work 
in subnormal industries; 

Whereas, so large a class of dependent 
or semi-dependent women workers pre-

Tells of Slashing. Picture,

Flight to Get License. 

Lieut. Rockwell had started up with Cor- 
poral Scott as a passenger to make a test 
fight in his trial for a military aviator’s 
license.

Brother officers who were acting 
ae officials of the’ test fight picked up the two 
men. 

Scott was found to be Mfeless, his clothes 
torn from him, and his bones broken. Rock- 
well. with hie head buried parly in the earth, 
still showed signs of life, but was unconscious. 
He never regained consciousness. 


Cause of Accident Unknown. 

Officers who saw the accident cannot ac- 
count for it. Many varying opinions were 
given. 

Capt. Charles De Forest Chandler, com- 
manding officer of the aviation school, imme- 
diately convened a board of inquiry to make 
an investigation. The board consists of 
Capt. Frank B. Hennessy and Lieuts.

One Killed; One Injured. 

Hempstead, N. Y., Sept. 28.—John L. Long- 
staff, a former English army officer, died to- 
night from injuries received while flying in 
a biplane with his mechanic, Pierre Chavel- 
Mer, today. When only seventy feet in the 
air a wire became jammed and the machine 
instantly overturned and fell. 

Chavellier, who was thrown clear of the 
wreck, is seriously but not mortally injured. 
He will probably lose his left eye.

The 
balcony was occupied by the judges and 
other persons interested in the movement. 

A tquad of mounted police ard a band led 
the parade. Then came a group of clergy- 
men onfoot, Aethey passed the Auditorium 

_ they g “Onward, Christian Soldiers.” 
This made up the first division, which was 
marshaied by the Rev. E. L. WilHames and 
Mise Mary F. Balcomb of the Civic Welfare 
league. both of whom were mounted. 

The second division was led by the Ravens 
wood Boy Scouts tn khaki uniforms, carry- 
ing the national colors as well as their own 
banner. The Bethesda Camp Fire club, e 
group of little boys in khaki and Attle girls 
carrying flags, followed. Lucy Page Gas- 

‘s float, flaunting a placard that shouted, 

Protect the boys from the cigaret,” fol- 
lewed the boys. 

A crowd of children filled the wagon that 
earried this float, and as they passed the 
Auditorium hotel they sang, “ Hurrah, Hur- 
rah, We & the Jubliee.”” Then came an- 
ether group of Boy Scouts with a small braces 
cannon; then a crowd of schoolboys with 
banners announcing the terrors of the cig- 
aret. A group of colored Boy Scouts brought 
up the rear of this boys’ division. Wesley 
Praying band, singing “‘Glory to His Name,” 
passed the reviewing stand next Then came 
an automobile carrying & delegation from 
the Christian Endeavor society of Chicago. 


“Viking Float” Precedes Norse. 


A Viking float—a fac simile of a Norse gal- 
ley. filled with soldiers—preceded the dele- 
gation from the Norwegian churches. They 
carried the Norse colors, and banners de- 
nouncing the liquor traffic. Hauge’s Nor-

parade.

DEMAND WAYMAN 
ATD VICE INQUIRY 


| Waldron and Civic Body Sug- 
gest Special Prosecutor 
-to Help Jurors. 


GET CO-OPERATION OFFER 


Two demands for a special state's attorney 
unless State’s Attorney Wayman pushes the 
vice inquiry inaugurated by the September 
grand jury wére sent out last night. 


It also was learned that Mayor Harrison's 
civil service commission is considering the 
filling of charges against a dozen command- 
ing police officials In the vice district. 

Attorney Carl E. Waldron, representing the 
“ committee of fifteen,” in a staternent called 
upon the siate’s attorney to get. behind 
the grand jury and p the investigation or 
step down and alloWes special prosecutor to 
take up the direction of the work with a spe- 
cia].grand jury impaneled for the purpose. 

The attorney’s request was supplemented 
by a Cemand tesued at the close of the day 
by the civic welfare parade committee “ that 
@ special state’s attorney be appointed to 
| prosecute public officials and lords of the un- 
 erwporta who may be indicted by the grand 
jury.” 


Inquiry Methods Held Hlegal. 

‘ These requests came:after a day of legal 
skirmishing in the grand jury rooms, during 
which the state's attorney said the grand 
jury’ 8 vice crusade and its indictments were 
illegal. The body adjourned to take up final 
Plans. for the inquiry tomorrow, morning. 

Mr. Waldron’ ‘§ statement was issued after 
Mr. Wayman's office tad made hareh critie | 
clsm of the latter’s charges that the state’s 
attorney's office had tried to hamper the vice 
imyuiry and thwarted the Indictment of seven 
‘notorious dive keepers unt!l Waldion had 
called the. attenticn of: the foreman of the 
grard jury to the cases, 

“Mr. Wayman’s reply to the ortticism of 
his grand jury methods.” the statement said, 
“Is that he intends ‘to quash all the in-

It was followed 
by a group of boys. carrying guns and ban- 
mers, wearing leggings, white knickerbock- 
ers. blue coats, and caps. The representa- 
tives of Catholic temperance organizatione 
followed this littie band of marchers. Une 
of the banners in this part of the parade de- 
elared *“‘ The Saloon Is Against the Church 
and the Church Is Against the Saloon.” Then 
came a tallyho, carrying the representatives 
ef the Westminster Presbyterian church. 

A float showing a man, homeless. jobless, 
Bungry, and discouraged from drink and 
gambling came next. Then followed halfa 
Gozen floats of the Christian Industrial 
league. One float carried a group of “ down 
and outs,’ the genuine article. The floats 
which followed showed the various means 
adopted by this society for the uplifting of 
these men. A band dressed in red led the 
Swedish contingent, in which was represent- 
ed the Swedish church of Roseland, the 
young women of the Swedish Mission Sunday 
school, North Park college, and other or- 
genizations. 

The delegation from the Grace Methodist 
Episcopal church, “The Church That 
Serves.” was one of the few in the meaty 
that kept dry. Its wagon was en 
closed. A woman played “ Yes, oleae, 
er at the River,”’ from the float of the Ses 
_Blaines Street Rescue mission, 834 South Des- 
Plaines street. as it passed the Auditorium. 

“Justice Guards Ballot.” 

“Wine Is a Mocker; Strong Drink Is Rag- 
te,"" shouted the banner of the organized 
Bibie class of the Bethel M. E. church. The

The'efficiency division of the city civil serv- 
ice commission is in possession of vice data 
which will make. strong evidence against 
commanding officers of at least three police | 
stations. As the date has been gathered at the 
express command of the mayor for the pur- 
pose of keeping a check upon his police force, 
it is expected conditions will have to be ex- 
plained. by the police in command of the 
vice ridden ‘districts.’ 

Whether or not the mayor ras had time 
since his return from his vacation to go over 
the reports of his civil service investigators 
is not known. Action igs declared to be cer- 
tain when the meyor does acquaint himself 
with the facts regarding vice conditions.

President Taft at Beverly De- 
votes Attention to Third 
Party. 


ONE MAN AFFAIR, HESAYS 


Has No Chance to Win Is Declara- 
tion, and Would Fall Flat 
Without Roosevelt.

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 28.-President Taft 
made a direct plea today to Republicans to 
vote the Republican ticket and not desert 
the party at the polls in November in order to 
defeat the third party and Mr. Roosevelt. 

It was the first prepared political address 
he has made since his speéch accepting the 
Chicago nomination. It was delivered from 
a temporary stand erected on the grounds at 
rarramatta before the Republican clubs of 
Essex county and hundreds of residents of 
Beverly. 

The speaker devoted particular attention 
to the third party for the first time since its 
formation. He mentioned Mr. Roosevelt and 
Gov. Wilson several times Sy name in con- 
nection with their views on political or eco- 
nomic subjects. 

“There is one issde in this campaign of 
even greater fundamental and permanent im- 
portance to the government and the people 
than the tariff and prosperity,”’ said the pres- 
ident, beginning his attack upon the third 
party. “ That is the preservation of the in- 
stitutions of civil Mberty as they ware hand- 
ed down to us hy our forefathers in the.con- 
stitution of the United States and the state 
eonstitutions which were modeled after it. 


Says New Party Is Not United. 
“A third party has split off from the Re- 
Publican party, not for any one principle, or 
indeed. on any principle at all, but merely 
to gratify personal ambition and vengeance; 
and in the gratification of that personal am- 


bitlon and verigeante everp new fad and 


theory—some of them good, some of them 
utterly preposterous and impracticable, some 
of them ee socialistic as anything that has 
beeq proposed in the countries of Europe 
many having no relation to national juris 
diction of policy—has been crowded into a 
platform im order to tempt the votes of en- 
thustastic supporters of each of these pro- 
posed reforms. 

“This new party is not tiniteé on any cohe- 
sive principle and is only kept tegether by 
the remariable personality of its leader. 
Were he to die, the party would go to pieces, 
for *the cause’ of which so many glibly 
speak is utterty incapable of definition in 
view of the crazy quilt character of the 
piatform.

Reidel, who is waiting trial on a charge of 
larceny, declared his cell, Known as the 
‘‘ island,” is dirty and damp and he had been 
refused food. 


Jailer Admits Outting Rations. 

Jailer Davies, as a witness, denied the cell 
occupied by Reidel was insanitary or damp. 
He said the celle known as the “island” 
were the best in the jail. He explained 
Reidel had been placed in the cell on the 
island for violation of jail. ruls.

Roosevelt, Morgan, Swift, and Armour 
to Be Called to Stand. 


Washington. D. %., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
The stuge is all s6t and scenery arranged 
for the general “ confession "’ of contribu- 
ttons in the presidential campaigns of 1904. 
1908, and the pre-convention presidential 
campaigns of 1912, to a subcommittee of the 
committee on privileges and eléctions of the 
senate, the chairman of which is Senator 
Clapp, and which beging sittings on Monday. 

The trials, for that is what the hearings 
will amount to, will be held in the suite of the 
Committee on judiciary in the senate office 
building. 

Hearings Promise Interest. 

The hearings promise to be the most Inter 
esting—spectacular from a newspaper stand- 
point—of any hearings held before a con- 
gressional or senatorial committee in the 
last two decades.

persistent effort,” the government could re- 
duce’its running expenses “ nearly $800,000,- 
000 a year.” | 

“after nearly two years of study of the 


problem, it is my Delief that former Senator 


Aldrich’s statement, that $300,000,000 a year 
could be saved if the government were run on 
a businesslike basis is not so wide of the mark 
as had been supposed,” said Dr. Cleveland. 
Summary of Recommendations. 

Dr. Cleveland today gave the following as

“It is proposed that the Budget should be 
made up of five parts, as follows:

(The pur- 
pose of this is to serve as an index to the de- 
tailed facts pertaining to economy and effi- 
ciency in making purchases. It would show 
how much the government has paid for fuel, 
clothing, forage, stationery, ete. The sup- 
porting details concerning things bought, 
prices paid, and the purposes of their use 
would be found tn department reports.) 

“4 A summary of estimates. (This would 
be in the nature of a brief comparative state- 
ment of estimates of revenues a8 Wel) 28 @X~ 
penditures, the picture of what is asked for, 
and thé proposed method of financing.) 


“6. A summary of proposed changes in 


law. (This would get before congress and 
the country what legislation the administra- 
tion thinks desirable to enable it to do busi- 
ness with greatest economy and efficiency at 
the begining of each séeésion, instead of 
having changes in law dragged in as‘ riders ' 
in appropriation bille at the last day, when 
ne ee

Cleveland, O., Eept. 28.—Three Chicago men 
said to have been implicated in the operations 
of James H. and R. Thomas McNicholas, 
charged by federal officials with having mis- 
used the mails in selling $1,000,000 worth of 
mining stock in Cléveland and northern 
Ohio, may be arrested. 

Several Clevelanders who are alleged to 
have exchanged their names and influence 
for stock in the McNicholas ventures also @re 
likely to be asked to explain their connec- 
tion with the promoters. 

This was the statement here today of 
George T. Biggs of Elyria, O., the man whose 
private investigations in behalf of himself 
and a number of the McNicholas brothers’ 
clients have furnished the basis for a great 
deal of the government's case. 

Biggs claims to have sunk $20 000 in mining 
gtock he bought from the brothers. He de- 
clares he will prosecute every one con- 
nected with the case. 

People in Chicago Mulcted, 

Biggs said the McNicholas brothers sold 
stock in St. Louis and Chicago as well as in 
Ohio towns. and even extended their opera- 
tions to Germany. According to him, James 
MeNicholas even exchanged mine stock for 
apartment houses and a shoe store, and at 
one time included in his activities a brick 
making business and a boarding house

string of drug stores, and C. F. Mather

Do Not Fear Outcome, Claiming Raise 
in Rates Was Justifiable. 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—The 
officers of the Bankers’ Life atsociation and 
Bankers’ Life company express no concern 
over the suit brought in Indlanapolis by 
Charies W. McLaughlin, who aske for the 
appointment of a receiver. They declare the 
action is brought in a spirit of malice by a 
discharged agent now in the employ of a 
rival company. 

Ernest E. Clark, president of the Bankers’ 
Life, declared today that the discharged 
agent has frequently threatened to cause 
trouble because the company refused to re- 
instate him. 

Calls It Spite Action. 

“ Any one can start a suit,” said an officer 

of the company. “ Spite actions of this kind 


are often brought against reputable per- 
sons and institutions to disturb their stancing 
in the community. This is the object of the 
present suit. We expected that a friendly 
action would be brought when we changed to 
the fixed premium method of doing business. 

“ While such test cases were coniemplated 
at the time one after another abandoned 
the idea. This action ts brought in a spirit of 
retaliation by an agent whom we had to 
discharge. 

“ Before changing our business methods 
we had the articles carefully gone over by 
the best lawyers we could employ, and we 
‘had them approved by the state insurance 
officials before they were put in force. 


Other States Approve Change. 

“We had to submit the articles to the offi- 
cials of other states in order to get our li- 
cense renewed. They were approved in Indl- 
ana, as well as in the other states in which 
we do business. There is no change in the 
position of the policy holders of the company. 
Kach policy holder has the same rights he 
had always. We have alwuys been a mutual 
company. 

“We have merely changed our form of 
doing business. Every company in the United 
States has done the same, and insurance 
*companies are always doing this more or less. 


Suit Outcome of Threat. 

“This suit is merely the outcome of a 
threat. The instigator of this action was 
discharged by the company because we 
found he was an undesirable agent and was 
working against our interests. He wanted to 
be reinstated as our agent in Indiana. We 
refused and since then he has r-ade threats 
to start something.”’

HE LACKS SELF-CONFIDENCE. 


Snobbishness Chief Characteristic; 
Duke Blames Schools.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The British youth has 
been much chastised recently for his own 


A writer in the editorial page of the Daily 
Mail has scarified his public schools and uni- 
versities. “Swank ” and snobbishness were 
declared to be the distinguishing character- 
istics of both. 

A much discussed article in an English re- 
view acded preparatory. schools to the list 
and carefully demonstrated how all three 
combined to turn out a nice fellow who had 
learned nothing useful and unless he found 
himself quickly after his university career 
was only fit to become a remittance man 
abroad or a country house loafcr at home. 

The Duke of Argyle, who isan Etonian and 
a Trinity college, Cambridge man, now joins 
the critics. The duke points out that In for- 
ebgn universities, such as Berlin and Paris, 
men assemble for rea! study in stern prepara- 
tion for the hard work of life, but to Oxford 
and Cambridge students go less for study 
than to obtain a knowledge of their fellow be. 


ings’ natures. 


Extravagant Life Led. 

‘“‘An extravagant life is led and injurious 
habits are formed.” says the duke, * against 
which a half monastic show Is provided, Lut 
the monastic rule and spirit are wholly ab- 
sent.”” 

The duke remarks that the art of repression 
in a youth is cultivated fully only in really 
monastic establishments. Imitative forms 
succeed badly, yet In England, the most con- 
servative country, in the highest educated 
classes forms are maintained and the maxim, 
* Little boys should be seen and not heard,” 
pursues the British youth even in the uni- 
versity. 

“Shyness and awkwardness,” says the 
duke, “are the natural] concomitant of the 
half cultivated character of the British youth 
so treated. and the same amusing traits may 
be seen in his Instructors who bave: often 
never left halls where college ale has always 
been considered the nectar of the gods.”’ 

Lack of Self-Confidence, 

The duke finds the result a lamentable lack 
of initiative and self-confidence. 

“It may be doubted,” he says, “ whether 
the discouragement of initiative is not car- 
ried too far in England, whether a mean be- 
tween the precocity of the American arti. 
ficiality and the backwardness of the Eng- 
ltsh youth would not be the ideal. It may be 
doubted whether a frame of mind which as 
regards authority only makes a fetish there- 
of be not unfitted to assume responsibilities 
that shotld be face?. 

“In the new world the degree of shyness 
which afflicts opening manhood tn the old is 
almost unknown. A transatlantic bishop. on 
pearing some one Say that ‘ so-and-so Is shy,’ 
exclaimed, ‘Shy? What co you mean? I 
guess difidence is what you mean.’ ’’

Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 28.—The United 
States subcommittee appointed to investigate 
relations with Mexico completed its work 
in this city tocay.

The report, it is believed, will hold thet the 
evidence acduced points to the necessity for 
the Unated States to Intervene in Mexico 
in order that Americans and American in- 
terests receive proper protection. 

The committee has been in continuous ses- 
sion since Sept. 1, at which time the sen- 
ators left Washington. The investigators 
spent ten days in El Paso gathering facts 
and ten days in Los Angeles. Tne remainder 
of the time has been taken up in traveling. 


Question Many Witnesses. 

The investigators have inter: ogated 6500 
witnesses and taken the testimony of sey- 
enty-five witnessés. 

Speaking of the testimony today, Senator 
Smith said: 

“The testimony of every Mexican whom 
we interrogated agreed upon this one point: 

“That if arms, ammunition, and supplies 
needed in warfare were permitted to enter 
the country during the Orogzco rebellion the 
same as they were during the Madero revo- 
lution, Orosco would have been in Mexico 
City long ago. The rigid enforcement of the 
law against the admission into Mexico of 
firearms and ammunition has been Orozco’s 
greatest handicap.” 

Analyzed, the evidence shows that during 
the last two years 10.000,000 rounds of am- 
munition went Into Mexico from El Paso 
and $0 000 rounds from Los Angeles. It also 
shows that from El Paso 40,000 rifles had 
been sent across the border, ‘and from Los 
Angeles 100. It was further shown that 
more than 500 tons of dynamite had been 
shipped into Mexico during the revobutionary 


periods. 
Most Shipments to Madero. 

“A large per cent of the total amount of 
firearms, ammunition. and dynamite,” said 
Senator Fall, “‘ went into the republic dur- 
ing the Madero revolution.” 

It is sald the evidence proves conclusively 
that no American money was used in financ- 
tng the Orosco rebeliton, but tends to estab- 
lish the claim that American funds were 
used to finance the Madero revolution, 

Senator Fall left today, with Secretary 
Fréd Ireland, and it is possible that while 
in El Paso, en route east, adidtional evi- 
dence tending to prove that American money 
was used in the Madero revolution will be 
obtained. ' 

Senator Smith, the chairman, will spend 
a few days more tn the southiand ané join 
Senator Fall either in Bl Paso or Washing- 
ton, when the preparation of the recom- 
mendations will be commenced.

GUIDE FALLS IN CREVASS. 


Taken Out Unconscious and Dies Soon 
from His Injuries.

PARIS. Sept. 28—Mrs. Fanny Bullock 
Workman, the mountain climber, writing 
from Skardu in the Himalayas, on Sept. 2, 
eends the first detailed account of the ac- 
cident which gave rise to the report that she 
had been killed by an avalanche. She says: 

“ We were crossing Bilapho pass at about 
an 18,000 foot height when I and an Itailan 
porter who had accompanied me on four 
Himalayan expeditions, left the caravan in 
order that Dr. Workman might photograph us 
in a picturesque standpoint. After we had 
been photographed the porter, who was 
carrying the rope, strode ahead. I was about 
three paces behind when suddenly without 
a word or a cry he disappeared, carrying the 
rope which was the only means of extri- 
cation. re 

“I stood appalled on the brink of a blue 
hole In the ice and called te the others, whe 
hurried to the spot. The head guide was an 
hour in advance. Having only one extra 
rope remaining the guide called down the 
crevasse and a faint reply showed that 
Chenoz, the porter, who was far below, was 
still alive. Six started after the head guide, 
who was back in an hour and a half, when 
Chenoz was extricated from an eighty foot 
depth. 


Dies from Effects of Fall. 

“ He wes sull conscious, but there was no 
pulse and be was nearly frozen. He was 
carried to camp and everything poesible was 
done for him, but he died the same night 
from shock. He had not been expecting to 
meet a crevasse, and the accident was due 
entirely to his want ofcare. My own escape 
wae simply miraculous.”’ 

The letter describes the work of the expedi- 
tion on the Slachen or Rose glacier, which 
is the largest and iongest in Asia. 

During the nine days in July Dr. and Mra. 
Workman and three Italian guides made 
the first ascents of four important snow 
passes at two sources of this glacier, the 
heights varying from 19.500 te 21,000 feet, 
which constitutes a record for glacial ex- 
ploration. On two of these ascents Mrs 
Workman estabMshed a relation of the 
northeast Karakoran water parting with 
Kashgar and two others and discovered two 
passes to the large and unknown Kondus 
giacier. An important climb was also made 
to the great Silver Throne plateau, more 
than 21.000 feet east of the main peak of 
this group. 

New High Peaks Discovered. 

From the northeast Slachen pase, a pags 
to Kashgar wes found and a new group of 
high peaks discovered beyond the east 
Siachen boundary on the Kashgar side. The 
highest of these is 25,000 feet high. 

The sixth ascent Was of e high peak north- 
east of Bilapho pase, which was crossed 
in reaching the Siachen. This was made on 
July 11. The last 800 feet of this peak was 
at an angle of 50 degrees and each step 
was cut on a surface of black ice. An ex- 
tensive view of the summit enabled the ex- 
plorer to map out much future work. 

For six weeks al) the camps were above 
17,000 feet and the colé was often intense. 
Grant Peterkin. a Lendon surveyor, wes 
enabled, owing to favorable weather, to map 
the entire Rose glacier. Mre. Workman's 
expedition of 1911 and 1912 make the pre 
viously unexplored Siachen the most thor- 
oughly explored of any of the Himalayan 
glaciers.

only to protect it, and that is what the ¢om- 
munity is determined to do. 

More than that, Lake Bluff has decided to 
tmtroduce its trees to its residents. Sixty- 
fix varicties of trees have been labeled and 
booked. Good specimens have been tagged 
with’ a copper plate bearing a number. the 
key to the numbers-has been published by 
the park commission, of which Sherwia 
Cody is secretary. The key gives a concise 
description of the tree and tells where the 
tagged specimen may be found, thus:

THE BEST BAIT. 

New Jersey candidates are allowed, under 
the Geran act, to bait their hook with six 
words, being permitted expression of their 
policies, hopes, aspirations, and intentions 
to that extent on the primary ballot.

A COMMON SENSE COURT REFORM. 

In many ways the faults of the judicial 
system of Illinois lie at the door of the 
legislature. 

One of the fundamental catses of the fail- 
ure of the courts to respond to the need of 
the people as a whole comes from the failure . 
of the legislature to reapportion the Su- 
preme court districts in accordance with 
the population of the state. 

The constitution provides that the Su- 
preme court districts shall be appor- 


\tioned “upon the rule of equality of popu- 


lation as nearly as county bounds will 
allow.” : | 

In spite of this mandate the legislature 
has failed to reapportion Supreme court dis- 
tricts at any time since the constitution was °* 
adopted. Asa result, one-half the popula- 
tion of the state is crowded into a single 
district, while the other ha'f of the popula- 
tion is represented by six judges. 

It is not charged that this rotten borough 
system of apportioning Supreme court @is- 
tricts has been used by Supreme judges in- 
tentionally to oppress. 


the Supreme court are men. That they are 
eminent men in their localities does not en- 
dow them with comprehension to grasp con- 


ditions entirely outside of their experience. 


Even the best country lawyers have very 


small practice as compared by alga 


ards. Country trial judges have. cases 
and ample time to try them. Coun Jurors 
are glad to serve in the winter, and the bet- 
ter class of counttymen in the winter gladly 
spend long weeks at the ccunty seat at pub- 
lic expense and earning a daily wage. 

With their superabundance of time coun- 


try lawyers fairly revel in working out fioe 
technical points of law which country judges 
enjoy to, mull over, while the friend: and 
adherents of contesting attorneys enjoy the 
dispiay of wit and legal acumen of their, 
champions. 


e 
The Supreme court judges educated in 
such surroundings become imbued with the 
technical refinements of law, which, in all 


fairness, we must admit, bring the finest 
justice in cases where both sides can afford 
time and talent to be thorougbly represented. 


In_the city conditions aré reversed. The 
enormous rents, combined with the high cost 
of necessities, compel lawyers to transact 
an enormous amount of litigation to obtain 


an income sufficient to maintain thé posi- 
tion which their profession demands of | 


them. 

The best citizen looks upon jury service 
as an affliction. Indeed, it is a serious bur- 
den upon all business men, professional men, 
and the higher wage earners. 

Litigation i» heavy in the centers of popn- 
lation and c*ewds on the courts, which are 
unable to disp»se of it as it comes 

Trial judges in Cook county, whi:.: chey 
average high in citizenship, do not vecupy 
a professional, social, and political posi- 
tion proportionate to that of the country 
judges. They tend to weaken before pow- 
erful clients or polifical attorneys, and to 
defer their legal judgment to the great 
metropolitan lawyers who appear before 
them. 

The character of litigation and of liti- 
gants and of circumstances surrounding 
lawsuits and the practice of law is radi- 
cally different from what pertains in the six 
country Supreme court districts. 

Yet, appeals from this mass of city liti- 
gation are taken to a tribunal six-sevenths 
of which have no instinctive knowledge or 
adequate comprehension of the conditions 

upon which they pass. 

The great principles of the common law 
ean be made to. fit differing conditions, and 
where they are sympathetically and intel- 
ligently applied bring generally good results. 
But it is impossible for any six men to apply 
these principles to conditions with which 
they are so utterly unfamiliar as are the 
six country Supreme court judges of Illinois 
with metropolitan conditions. 

Equal representation is necessary not only 
to secure representatives who will work 
honestly for the best interests of their con- 
stituents but fo get representatives who un- 


The fact remains, however, that judges of |

STOP EXPORTING PHOSPHATES.

In arid regions water Jimits pro- 
duction; in humid regions, if the farming 
has been at all skillful, it is usually the 
amount of phosphorus in the soil which 
determines productivity. 

In Illidois, for instance, there is almost 
always plenty of potash in the land, and the 
air is full of nitrogen which can be fixed in 
the soil by clovers. But the phosphorus is 
deficient already in one-third the acreage of 


the state. 


Old soils from Virginia level land, re- | 


ported now too poor for cultivation, were 
found by chemical analysis to contain only 
840 pounds of tota) phosphorus in 2,000,000 
pounds of surface soil; whereas the best 
black soils of Illinois contain six times this 
amount. Western New York and Ohio, 
which not more than fifty or sixty years ago 
were regarded as the most fertile of the con- 
tinent, are now largely run down because of 
serious depletion in this element. 

Prof. Hopkins of the Illinois Agricultura! 
college attributes the wornout fields of Asia 
to a deficiency of phosphates. “ An invoice 
of depleted lands from India,” he reports, 
“shows phosphorus varying from a trace 
to 500 pounds in the plowed soil of an acre.” 

The needed phosphorus cannot be made 
up on any general scale from farm manure 
or from the commercial fertii.zers made 
from the bones of farm animals, for that is 
only putting back upon the soi! as manre 
what has been taken from it as grain, and 
not putting it all back, either, for betwedn 
crop and manure there is 50 per cent waste. 

The United States has the most extensive 
and highest grade phosphate deposits on 
earth. From three southern states—Nouth 
Carolina, Tennessee, Florida— over half the 
phosphate now being mined in the world is 
derived. These fields belong to private cur- 
porations. 

Over a million and a quarter tons of phos- 
phate rock, or about 50 per cent of all that 
is produced here, is exported t> Europe each 
year. That is, these American phosphate 
companies are exporting to Europe the raw 
fertility of the United States. We should 
send them etr fertility manufactured into 
grains and cattle, not raw. 

Were these phosphate mines inexhaust- 
ible the method of exportation would make 
no difference biit one éf profit. But at the 
present rate of Consumption, within twenty- 
five years our phosphate becs will be pro- 
ducing only a low grade of rock of a sort 
that we now contemptuously waste, and the 


price for it will be triple that of the present 


Ligh grade afticle. 

Thore ne als» phosphate fields in daha, 
Wyoming, Utah, most of which, fortunately, 
were located on publicland. A': public Ta nd 
discovered to contain phosphate Leds was 
withdrawn from entry by President Roose- 
velt, and may now be rented only, in lots 
of 640 acres, for $1 royalty a ton, with the 
express provition that no phosphate rock 
taken from }-ublic land may be exported. 


Germany, which has phosphate fields of | 
*its own, imports large quantities of phos- 


phate from us each year. At the same time 
Germany absolutely prevents the exporta- 
tion of any of its own phosphate from the 
empire. 3 

The private companies owning the phos- 
phate beds in the southern states should 
be prevented from exporting their com- 
modity so essential to the farms of the 
United States. If this is found to work a 
hardship on them, they should be paid the 
full value of their property and it should be 
condemned for public purposes.

As early as 1658 Kircher wrote and pub- 
lished an article on the role that insects play 
in the cause of disease, in which he said: 

“ There can be no doubt that flies feed on 
the internal secretions of the diseased and 
dying. Then, flying away, they deposit their 
excretions on the food in neighboring dwell- 
ings, and persons who eat it are thus 
infected. 

“In a recent plague in Naples, while a 
eértain nobleman was looking out of a win- 
dow, # hornet flew in and lighted on his nose, 
and, stinging him with the sharp point of 
its proboscis, caused a swelling, and, when 
the poisons had gradually spread and crept 
into the vital organs within a space of two 
days (without doubt from the contagious 
humors wash the insect had sucked up from 
a corpse), he contracted the disease and 
died.”’ , 

~~ 

Considering that he had no microscope 
with which to corroborate his processes of 
reasoning, it is interesting to observe how 
nearly his deductions correspond with what 
we of today know to be the fact. 

It certainly is to be regretted that people 
in those days did not know the relation that 
germ laden food and drink and the continued 
exposure to attacks from insects bore to the 
cause of disease. Such knowl@@re would 
have made it possible to save unteld num- 
bers of lives, mitigate li suffering, and 
save inestimable wealth. 

Man is not the only animal attacked by 
insects. They attack horses, cows, sheep, 
and other domestic animals. Some of these 
parasites which attack horses and cattle 
are responsible for Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever and relapsing fever, two diseases to 
which man is gubject. 

A certain species of insects, known as the 
tick, attatks cattles and produces what is 
known as Texas fever. The ravages of this 
disease in the United States destroys than- 
sands of cattle each year, the value of which 
is something like $100,000,000 annually.

Great sums of money have been spent in 
recent years, and quite successfully, too, is 


‘an effort to stamp out this disease. .The 


method employed for the elimination of this 
disease is that of dipping the cattle in a sola- 
tion to destroy the tick and practicing pas- 
ture rotation. 

Some success is obtained by practicing 
rotation of feed lots. By this method the 
aim is to destroy the parasite by starvation. 

Insects also destroy and devastate grain 
fields, gardens, and orchards, in fact, all 
forms of vegetable Ife. It is estimated that 
the annual loss to the people of the United 
States through this medium is $1,000,000,-

The fly does not limit its field of destmc- 
tion, to the ravages which it produces by 
carrying the typhoid germ alone. It also car- 
ries and spreads the deadly germs of many 
other diseases. Of these Dr. Howard says: 

“We have thus shown that the typhoid 
or house fly is.a general and common car- 
rier of pathogenic bacteria. It may carry 
typhoid fever, Asiatic cholera, dysentery, 
cholera morbys, and other intestinal dis- 
eases; it may carry a bacilli of tuberculosis 
and certain eye diseases, 

“Tt is the duty of every individual to 
guard, so far as possible, against the occur- 
rence of flies upon his premises. It is the 
duty of every community, through its board 
of health, to spend money in the warfare 
against the enemy of mankind. This duty 
ig as pronounced as though the community 
were attacked by a band of wolves.”

The common “house” or “ typhoid fly,” 
so frequently referred to in publications, 
not only carries the germ of typhoid fever, 


but the germ of tuberculosis, and many ~ 


other contagious disease germs. Like that 
“impartial fate” which regards the inhab- 
itants of the palace and the cottage alike, 
the fly dispenses his germ laden filth with- 


Experiments 
carry the germs on its body. In this case 
they live but a short while. If, however, 
it carries the germs in its alimentary canal, 
they live much longer. 

When deposited in the fly speck, then they 

‘are virulent, and many of them are capab‘e 
of transmitting disease for several days 
after they have been deposited. 

Flies have been allowed to contaminate 
themselves with various germs and after- 
wards to have access to certain foods, such 
as meat and milk. Colonies of these germs 
have later been recovered from these foods. 
In this way it has been shown that the fly 
disseminates many childsen’s diseases, since 
they, particularly, consime large quantities 
of milk. : 

It has also been shown that flies are the 
source of many intestina! diseases of grown 
up people. 

Carefully planned experiments have 
demonstrated that flies visit the sores of rats 
infected with the virus of plague, and, fly- 
ing away, light on the sores of human be- 


ings and contaminate them. It has also been }: 


shown that they transmit this plague by 
lighting on the food, which is subsequently 
eaten by individuals.

Having so much to do with public health, 
insects play a vital part in the sanitary and 
economic problems of all nations. This ‘s 
especially so with regard to those nations 
located in tropical regions. There insects 
exist in large numbers and are more active.

Yet if we cast these aside 
and stand in the windy current of “the 
movement,’” welcoming every iconoclast 
with open arms, we may only succeed in 
making ourselves still more ridicuious tothe 
future’s superna! wisdom.

Gen. Grant. ae itis hardly necessary to eax, 
was graduated from West-.Point at the age 
of 21, in 1848. He had no thought then of 
being a farmer, but circumstances shaped the 
course of events which led him to be a tiller 


of the soil. 

Gen. Grant , who married young, Was mar- 
ried at this time, and the next letter is writ- 
ten from the Dent homestead, near St. Louis. 
Grant had rented out his own farm and taken 
that of his father-in-law. Jt is amusing to 
note that he tells his sister that if any of the 
family, “‘except father,” should visit them 
that spring Mrs. Grant would allow Fred to 
go home to spend a few months. 

She says she would be afraid to let him travel 
with father alone; she has an_idea that he is so 
absent minded that if he were & arrive in Cincin- 
nati at night he would be just ag apt as mot to walk 
out of the cars and be gone for an hour before he 
would recollect that he he@ a child with him. J 
have no such fears, however. Fred does not read 
yet, but he will, I think, in a few weeks. We have 
no schoo! within a mile and a half, and that is too 
far to send him in the winter season. I shall com- 
mence sending him soon, however. In the mean- 
time I have no doubt but that he fe learning faster 
at home. 

Grant suffered severely from fever end 
ague durfng the time that he was a farmer, 
and that probably determined him to give up 
farming.

Grant does not at any time seem to have 
been good at horse selling, for it will be 
remembered when he was a small boy he 
went to sell a horse for his father and told 
the man the price that his father wanted, but 
added that he would be willing to take less, 
naming about half the sum.

The ant. he says, in its outward 
journey, proceeds throughout in the direc- 
tion initially chosen; on its return the insect 
places ite body at the same angle, and walks 
in the opposite direction, The body of the ant 
would, therefore. act as a kind of compass 
needie. If an ant is caught at the nest and 
transported. to aj point some yards distant, 
the insect is quiteincapable of finding its way 
back.

John P. Watson is another “ youngster “ 
of 70 who has served Uncle Sam for more 
than twenty years in the postoffice depart- 
mem.

He began 
life-as a farmer boy near Watsontown, Pa., 


and came to Iinols in 1850, settling near 
Kankakee. When the war broke out he went 
to the front and served until peace was de- 
clared. Then he went east and clerked in 
his uncle‘’s shoe store for a year before re- 
turning to Kankakee, where he got a job as 
clerk in a bank. 

Being a boy, he hed a roving disposition, 
so he went to Topeka, Kas., and opened an 
insurance office.

gets from applicants for work. 

My successful experience with “ booklet "’ 
letters make me think that employers are 
grateful for plenty of information, and my 
recognition of their need commended me to 
them for business capacity. 

Another advantage of sending a book about 
yourself occurs after you are employed and 
at work. No matter how good you are, your 
employer is going to find you lacking in some 
things. If you have told him frankly about 
yourself he is not going to be disappointed 
and dissatisfied if he finds you just as ad- 
vertised. 

The success of many articles of commerce 
depends upon the directions furnished with 
them. Every man should furnish directions 
for making the best use of his services, not 
only that he may not be put to uses at which 
he is likely to fail but that he may be given 
a chance in utilities for which the adver- 
tiser might not otherwise know his advan- 


tages. 

While this method is particularly meant for 
a man who has a trade or profession and 
some standing in it, it can be used by those 
who have no particular experience and train- 
ing. Let them pick out businesses for which 
they feel themselves adapted write fully 
about themselves to firms of , stat- 
ing enthusiastically their ambition, that they 
understand that their services will not be 
of particular value while learning, and mak- 
ing it known they are not anxious to get 
more than they are worth and will leave that 
matter to the employer’s honor. An appeal 
of this kind may be made very taking by 
good writing. The employer is looking for 4

Chili Sauce—Three pints sliced tomatoes, 
peeled; two peppers, chopped fine; two large 
onions chopped fine, one tablespoonfu! salt, 
one teaspoonful each alispice, cloves, nut- 
meg, and ginger. One teacupful of brown su- 
Sar, two teacupfuls vinegar. Boil unti!

How to Fry Green Peppers. 

FRIED GREEN PERPPERS—Extract the 
seeds from sweet green peppers, taking care 
not to let them touch the sides of the pep- 
pers in doing it. Cut off the blossom end 
and get the seed out through the hole thus 
made. 

Slice them crosswise in pieces about a 
quarter of an inch thick and pour boiling 
water over them, leaving in it for ten min- 
utes. Drain off the water and let the pep- 
pers get perfectly cold. Spread upon a dry 
eloth with anothercloth over them, patting 
them dfy through the upper. 

Have ready some butter or dripping or 
bacon fat in a frying pan. and when it hisses 
fry the pe in this, turning when they 
have beenin Ave or six minutes. When they 
are done, take out, drain off the fat. and 
serve. 

They are usually served with bacon. If 
you do this, fry the bacen frst, remove and 
keep hot while you cook the peppers in the 
fat left in the pan. Lay in the middle of the 
dish and the bacon around it. 

STUPFED EGGPLANT—Wash and wipe 
a large eggplant and parboil for ten min- 
utes in boiling salted water. Let it get per- 
fectly ccld; cut it In half lengthwise and 
scrape out the center, leaving the walls of 
the eggplant three-quarters of an inch 
thick. Chop the extracted pulp fine and add 
to it any cold white meat you may have, or 
if you have none make the forcemeat with- 
out it with half a cupful of fine crumbs, a 
tablespoonful of melted butter, salt and 
pepper to your taste. 

Mix well; moisten with a little soup stock 
and fill the hollowed halves with this. 
When they are full and rounded, sprinkle 
the surface of the forcemeat with dry 
cracker crumbs and lay the halves, side by 
side, In the baking pan. 

Pour two cupfyls of weak stock around 
them and bake nearly an hour, basting 
every ten minutes with the stock in the 
pen. Then lift the egrplant to a hot dish 
and thicken the gravy left in the pan with 
browned flour; doll up once on the top of

The facts leading to this mixup are, briefly : 
It was discovered that the Carcano collection 
contained two gems among its many admirabl- 
pictures, which were particularly sought by 
various museums and dealers. One was 
“L’aliée des Chataigniers”"—the avenue of 
chestnut trees—by Théodore Rousseau, which 
was. secured by the museum of the Louvre for 
$44,000. This picture was sold in 1868 for 
$5,480. 

The other picture, the one now the cepter 
of the heated discussion between France and 
America, is “Salome,” by Henri Regnault. 
This picture had been vainly sought by the 
Louvre directors, but since 1884 had ‘been 
jealously guarded by its owner, the late Mar- 
quise Carcano. 

Its sale had scarcely seit announced when 
the Parisian press made a call on the mu- 
seum authorities not to let the picture leave 
France under any circumstances, and to se- 
cure it at once when put up for sale. 

hh ot 
$27,000 Raised to Buy It. 

Some of the most prominent men of Paris 
interested themselves in the move, and in 
forty-eight hours before the sale a group .of 
admirers ‘of the picture had secured $27,000. 
The executive epmmittee of the museum, under 
its president, M. Leon Bonnat, met in urgency 
in the salesroom where the picture hung, and, 
voted an emergency fund of $40,000 -to be 


‘added”,to: the ‘subscription. . 


But alas, these enthusiasts had not counted 
the length of the purse nor the strength of 
Americans, who hesitate at no price to secure 
what they want.. The day of sale came. All 
Paris was present. It was on Friday. Under 
the keenest kind of excitement the bidding 


began. When 370,000 francs was reached the 
-eonservator of the Louvre, M. ‘Leprieur, did 


not dare go farther, and quit. Another French 
enthusiast, Senator Mir, continued in hope of 
securing it, but was almost frightened iuto 
hysterics when some one bid 480,000 francs. 
After a moment of tense silence the hammer 
fell, accompanied by the word “Sold!” 
‘There was a demand that the name of. the 
buyer be made. known. 

When it. was announced that the picture 
had been ‘sold: to an- American there was an 
enormous uproar. ‘The people howled and 
whistled, chairs’ were broken, and the tan- 
agers of the sale were forced to call for pro- 
tection, as much for the property as for them- 
selves. | 

What makes the picture doubly interesting, 
say the experts who have examined it, is the 
really phenomenal brilliancy of the colors. In- 
stead of being tempered by the hand-of time 
they appear to have. become more intensified 
in depth and glow, so much so 4s to throw a 
dazzling, lustrous, mystic sheen over the whole 
canvas. 

When Regnault painted this picture, in 
Rome, 1869, he was but 24 years old, in the 
very flush of his youth, intelligent but fiery 
and headstrong. It was bought from the 
salon of 1870 by Mme. de Cassin, since the 
Marquise Landolfo Carcano. The young 
painter was overjoyed and returned at once 
to Rome, filled with roseate dreams of the

Notice Given Against Tipping. 
There ie one feature of the establishment 
which is particularly noteworthy. On every 
guest’s dressing bureau are two notices. The 
first will be found in most English great 
houses where entertaining is done on a big 
scale. It ig a card telling the hours of out- 
going and incoming posts. The other card 
saye something to this effect: “Mr. and 
Mrs. Carnegié and the staff of vants re- 
quest that guests will please t give any 
‘tips to any one employed at Skibo castle."’ 
This is not the exact wording, but conveys 
the spirit of the notice. Mr. Carnegie in- 
quired of his domestic corps what was the 
approximaté amount which various servants 
received in the course of a seazon from his 
guests, and this sum is paid them by the laird 
of Skibo over and above their wages at the 
end of the season. 

Nothing could have exceeded the honors 
paid Mrs. Franklin MacVeagh when this last 
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Veagh, she visited England. As the wife 
of the secretary of the treasury of the United 
States she was accorded at the court of St. 
James the rank of an English duchess. She 
Was presented at a “drawing room” and 
after her presentation did not have to with- 
draw, but was placed behind the royal receiv- 
ing party, where, leaning against the throne. 
she could watch the five or six hundred other 
presentations. 

At the English court ladies are presented 
to the queen at these drawing roome, day- 
time functions which take place at Buck- 
ingham palace, while men are presented to 
the king at the royal levees which occur at 
St. James’ palace in the mornings.

Chicago Leading in Business, Ac- 
cording to Men Promi- 
nent in Trade. 


Evidence is at hand confirming previous 
statements that business is good and that the 
business outlook fs bright. Also there is 
evidence that the commercial situation is 
more favorable than in the autumn of any 
previous presidential year. 

The Dry Goods Economist hes made @ 
comprehensive canvass of the dry goods mar 
ket of the United States—which is considered 
a reliable index of business conditions—and 
finds prospects first class, Retailers; whole- 
salers, importers, and manufacturers alfke 
say they expect to do more business this 
fall and winter than a year ago~—and 1011 was 
not a poor year. 

The discussion of the tariff and its 
promised reduction came in for free discus- 
sion in the letters the Economist received 
from the dry goods men, but there was no 
apprehension that general business will suffer 
when the duty ts lowered. It*was the opinion 
that the reduction will be done sanely and 
gradually, giving the American manufac- 
turer sufficient time in which to meet the 
changed condittons. 

The symposium, though devoted to mer- 
chandige conditions, goes briefly Into genera! 
businesa It quotes Charles M. Schwab as 
saying: “" We cannot wish for better steel 
conditions.’’ The same reports come from the 
copper market. Government agricultural re- 
ports prophesy the largest yield of the time, 


Chicago Well in Front.

Among 
the wholesale merchants Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& Co. say: 

"We are pleased to be able to inform you 
that the improvement fn our business so far 
this year would indicate that general] busi- 
ness hae been divorced from politics to a 
large extent, and this should furnish further 
satisfaction on account of the extraordinary 
political developments of the present year. 
Underlying conditions are so good, creditsin 
general so sound, and crops promise so well 
that we are Inclined to believe the improve- 
ment will continue, and can think of no rea- 
son why any material setback should occur.

ALBERTA GROWTH 
HAS MANY REASONS 


Coal and Natural Gas Aid 
Rapid Development Along 
Manufacturing Lines. 


MINERAL WEALTH FACTOR | 


Alberta is the farthest west of that country 
which is known as the western Canadian 
wheat country. While the growing of wheat 
is ane of the big features of Alberta develop- 
ment the province is famous for its rapid 
development along manufacturing lines 
through the discovery of coal and gas within 
its boundary, its forests and its other natural 


resourées. 

The rapid development of Calgary and 
Edmonton has been mainly brought about 
by the growth of these cities as centers of 
manufacturing and merchandising. It is 
estimated there is more than $7,000,000 of 
American capital invested in the lumber and 
mining business in the province and more 
than $10,000,000. tied up in Alberta lands, 

The presence of. coal, clay, gypsum, nat- 
ural gas, limestone, and building stone all 
make for a diversification of industries in this 
province. Enormous beds of good stone ex- 
tend along the banks of the Saskatchewan 
river. Brick and pottery clays are abundant 
in the shales of the Edmonton series. The 
clays are being utilized chiefly at Calgary, 
Edmonton, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, and 
Red Deer. Im 1910 the production of brick in 
Alberta was $658,000. | 


Coal Lands Developing. 

Im the southwestern part of the province 
lignite and low carbon bituminous coalg are 
found in great quantities. Lignites are mined 
at Morinville and Edmonton and. at numer- 
ous other. points for loeal use. ‘@e cost at the 
mines runs from © cents for slack coal to 
$250 for eelected lump. The low carbon 
bituminoug coals, mined chiefly at Leth- 
bridge, Taber, Burmis, and Lundbreck, bring 
from $1.50 to $3 a ton af the mines. 

Considerable coal development is gotng on 
at Edson and the quality of coal is reported 
es a fairly good steam coal. There is an in- 
ferior grade Of anthracite found in Bank. 
head and coke is produced at Lilie and Biair. 
more. Im 1010 over 120 coliferies were oper- 
ated and prone 3,000,000 tons df coal pro- 
duced. 

Natural gas is Widespread through the 
province, 

It is utilised generally in the vicinity of 
Medicine ‘Hat and Calgary, and is being rap- 
idly developed. Petroleum has been found 
on Pigoher creek and its presence has been 
indicated by tar sande andiseepages in North- 
ern Alberts. Salt ise found near the Me- 
Kenzie rivet in Northern Alberta in the form 
of brine springs, while gypsum is prevalent ip 
the Peace river district.

Three Provinces of Greater Area 
than German Empire Com- 
posed of ich Land 


WILL RAISE ALL GRAINS 


Towns Rapidly Springing Up on 
Trail Blazed by Pioneers 
Who Till Soil:

Prairie Canada—Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta—five times bigger than Great 
Britain and Ireland, and three timés-the size 
of the German empire—a plein 1,000 miles 
long and of undetermined productive width 


| —constitutes the world’s greatest wheat farm. 


These three provinces contain 464,000,000 
acres of land, of which 260,000,000 acres are 
almost entirely unexp!ored. Of the total 
area of surveyed land, all agricultural—i4p,- 
000,000 acres—only about 16,250,000 acres have 
been brought under cultivation. 

When one considers that this cultivated 
area produced in 1911—a poor year through- 
out the American continent—approximately 
550,000,000 bushels of wheat, oats, barley, 
and flax, of which 104,000,000 bushels were 
wheat, it may be imagined how immense 
will be Prairie Canada's contribution to the 
grain markets of the world as more and 


+ more fertile land is brqught under theplow. 


Mew Nation Is Rising, 
* But more than farms are making on these 
pratries. Here, on a wheat plain wider 
than that of Russia, richer than those of 

Egypt, India, or the Argentine, out - of 
strangely diverse elements a new nation is 
arising. This nation’s ancestry will be cos- 
mopolitan; its ideals an@-its patriotic de- 
‘votion, Canadian. In this country of 
“meager past, solid present, and i!limitabije 
future,” nationality is no bar to progress. 
Preference naturally is felt for these who 
speak English, or, at least, appreciate well 
modeled institutions; but pluck and deter~ 
mination, good common sense, an accep- 
tance of conditions, and willingness to work, 
all make for succegs. 

The total number of immigrants into Can- 
ada in the calendar year 1911 was 350,374. Of 
these new settlers, 131,114 came from the 
United States, 144,076 from Great Britain. 
and 75,184 from foreign countries. The 
number from the United States in the calen- 
dar year 1910 was 125,451. 3 


Vast Army Crowding In. 

With such a progressive showing ot imrmaf- 
gration into Canada—in an age when towns 
are founded overnight and straightway be- 
come thriving cities—when a brief period 
suffices for carving a profitabie farm out of 
raw prairie—need any one wonder at the as- 
sertion that the present opportunities in this 
last best west will not long be avallable? 

Over the vast domain of western Canada, 
only the surface of which, as the president 
of the United States has observed, h ‘cen 
scratched, picture to yourself a vast a/.ay of 
contented workers, each creating opportu- 
nity, selzing opportunity, and advancing his 
own fortunes. Fancy, further, treading ¢lose 
on the heels of this army in possession, an- 
other army of the ambitious, crowding in 
to share in the occupation of the land. Is it 
not plainly to ve seen why western Canada 
ig prosperous? Why railways are branching 
out in every direction, town after town is 
building, elevator capacity Is doubling and 
redoubling. and why farmer and laborer and 
merchant are rejoicing in a general plenty? 


Crops Become More Varied. 

In a land of such immense sweep there fs 
necessarily a variety of resources, but none, 
up to the present, has been considered of such 
overwhelming importance ae the spring and 
fall wheat and the oat, barley, and flax 
crops. Since the well-being ofa large part of 
the dominion hangs upon the success or fail- 
ure of the wheat crop, this is the all-abserb- 
ing topic of conversation during the growing 
period, at harvest time, ané on up to the 
marketing. 

Its influence extends not only far down inte 
the United States, but also over seas, gGraw- 
ing thougands of farmers with its lure of 
cheap, productive lands. Success has em- 
boldened the raisers of these grains. and each 
year there fs further incursion into those 
northerm fields which only a short time ago 
were regarded as almost Arctic wastes. So 
it happens that as against the old Malthusian 
delusion thet population tencs to outrun the 
means ‘of subsistence, the only fear now 
among Canadian economists fs that the 
wheat market may be overstocked. 


Turn to Intensive Farming. 

Crop conditions, however, ate changing 
year by year. Canadian farming is under- 
going the universal evolution. The first tend- 
ency, with rich land so plentiful, war toward 
economy. of labor and large scale cultivation. 


economy of land area and conservation of 
moisture and fertility—in a word, intensive 
farming. 

The Canadian farmer of 1912 1s looking 
ahead to the certainty that wasteful meth- 
ods mean impoverishment of the land, and In 
mixed farming and scientific culture he sees 
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miles. During 1911 the Canadian Northern 

f reilway graded 650 miles and laid 600 miles of 

| gteel; the Canadian Pacific graded 500 miles 
ané laid 375 miles, and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific graded 695 miles and laid 205 miles. 

Storing the grain and hauling the grain— 
the facilities for each supplement the other, 
and in the matter of elevators, as of railways, 
enlargement of capacity is constant. In 
Manitoba there is an elevator capacity of 
22,410,500 bushels, an increase of 1,430,000 
bushels over the rcar 1008. The storage ca- 
pacity tn Saskatchewan increased from 
17,924,500 in 1908 to 29,314,000 in 1911. 

Alberta’s elevator capacity has more than 
doublet. being now 9,863,000 Bushels, as 
against 4,386,400 bushels in 1908. The eleva- 
tors in inte prairie zzovirces wert of Winni- 
peg have a storage capacity of 61,587,500 
bushels, an increase of over 18,718,100 over 
1908. 

The development is going on so rapidly that 
tt is safe to assume that a proportionate 
yearly imcrease of »orage will be necessary 
for the next ten years at least. 


System of Government. 

Canada is an integral part of the British 
empire and !s essentia)ly a self-governing na- 
tion.

The dominion controls the 
administration of public lands in the three 
prairie provinces and in northern Canada. 
As these provinces contain millions of acres 
of unoccupied agricultural land, which is im-

gration. 


Water in Plenty Everywhere. 

There are few districts where water cannot 
be readily secured. In some cases the pro- 
vincial governments supply machinery for 
sinking test wells. Artesian wells, with a 
never failing supply. have solved the water 
question fh some parts. Then again, there is 
the river and lake systems of the country. 

In selecting land some prefer lands having 
dips or depressions, which not only supply 
water but aleo insure sufficient native hay 
for horses, cattle, and Sheep that may re- 
quire “‘ housing” during a part of the win- 
ter. 

One may “ homestead ” in centra)] Canada, 
or one may buy. There are any number of 


» Quarter sections which one may obtain sim- 


ply by performing the duties prescribed by 
government, but, on the other hand, many a 
farmer entering Canada prefers to be free of 
the homestead duties, and such may buy 
land outright from the railway companies 
or the land corporations which have tracts 
for sale. These lands vary in price, accord- 
ing to location, from $12 to $35 an acre. 


Prices Eure to Advance. 

Prevailing prices are low out of all pro- 
portion to the producing value of the land. 
Given fertile land, excélient transportation, 
and grain elevators everywhere within reach 
it would be absurd to expect that an acre of 
Western Canada land can long continue to 
sell fofr no mére than the amount that can 
be cleared off it in one or two ssasons. 

Indeed, the Financial News of Winnipeg, 
predicating its judgment on the wheat yields 
of recent | years and the bumper crop of 1912, 
Predicts that during the present year west- 
ern Canada farm values will show a full 20 
per cent increase. There are many farmers 

_ today working central Canada lané. valued 
at $25 an acre, who are securing from it better 
returns than they could get from land in the 
state in which they previously Mved, and 
which was sold at prices ranging from $125 
to $150 an acre. The Canadian government 
has no land for gale. 

The persom desirous of buying should in- 
vestigate thoroughly, There isso much good 
land for sale and so many good companies 
through whom to do business that no one 

ed be @ in a transaction of this nature. 
The land departments of the different rail- 
ways having lands for eale supply prices and 
terms to prospective purchasers. 

The people are coming in. The population 
of the three prairie provinces grew from 
400,000 in/1901 to abont a million and a quar- 
ter in 1911. It is no country for drones The 
man who does not work in Canada, whether 
he be a rich man or a poor man, {s looked 
upon with suspicion by the rest. 


BIG CONADION “EGG CIRCLE” 
INSURES MARKET FOR FARMERS 


Oanadian Pacific Reilroad Guarantees 
to Take Output from Certain “Cir. 
cle” East of Calgary. : 

Calgary, Alta., Sept, 28.—Final details are 
now being worked out by the Canedian Pa- 
cific reilway’s agricultural] department for 
the organization of a big “egg circle” in 
the irrigation block east of Calgary. The 
organization meeting, held at Strathmore, 

Was attended by farmers from a radius of 

100 miles, for the agriculturiets of the block 

are alive to the posbibilities of such a Plan 

for the development of the poultry industry 
in the district affected. 

The immediate results of the organization 


of this “‘egg circle ’’ will be that the farm-. 


ers will receive at Jeast 5 cents more a dozen 
for thelr eggs than heretofore, while the 
railroad will be avstired of a constant Sup- 
piy of absolutely fresh stock for its dining 
cars. | 

The agricultural branch agrees with the 
farmers to take all the eges produced on 
the farme within the circle, with he under- 
standing that if one bad egg is found in a 
case the contents of the whole case shall 
be condemned. 

The Canadian Pacific supply farm at Strath- 
more will be the center of the circle. Sub- 
circles will be organized in the various dis- 
tricts of the block, which will collect the 
eggs and foiward them to the main center 
where the shipmente will be candied, se- 
lected, graded, and packed in cartons. Any 
surplus left after the dining cars are sup- 
plied will be solid to dealers who have already 
contracted for them.

The city of Prince Albert, Saskaichewan, 
Canada, occupies a commanding site on the 
North Saskatchewan river. Its location gives 
the municipality those essentials necessary 
to the maintenance of ideal water, sewerage, 
roadway, park, and other utilities. 

For years the North Saskatchewan has 
been little else than water upon which to 
play—soon it is to become the birthplace of 
power. Twenty-five miles east of the city 
the La Colle Falls are to be harnessed ata 
cost of $1,000,000. The energy will aggre- 
gate 15,000 horse power. In April last the 
Ambursen Dam contpany of Montreal! ob- 
tained a contract for $578,000. This covered 
headworks, dam, and lock. Other contracts 
will be let in ample time to have hydraulic 
electricity, “‘ white coal,.”” available for’ use 
all over the city by the end of next year. 

Cheap power for Prince Albert guarantees 
the future. A continuous electric service, on 
a twenty-four hours’ basis, at the average 
of $25 a year per horse power wil! soon be 
available. Two hundred horse power blocks 


will be obtainaWle at $22. 


Electric Power Cheap. 

Electricity always has been better than 
coal. The best steam plants in eastern Cities 
find it difficult, indeed, to get current In even 
the largesi quanties at less than 835. 

The La Colle Fals hawe always been a 
meénace to upstream navigation. All danger 
will be removed for the dam and its forty 
foot lock wil) rob the rapids of their tum- 
bling waters anc make steamboating an 
easy thing. between. Edmonton and Lake 
Winnipeg, with all tonnage. accruing to the 
advantages of this city. 

The Canadian Nerthern railway is now 
operating four great feeders into the city, 
one from a northwestern point, the home of 
Canada’s greatest lumber mills, another 
that originates at Winnipeg and tape a fine 
eastern country, a third from southern Sas- 
katchewan, and a°*fourth taking in much 
southwestern territory. The last named line 
will be completed to North Battleford this 
fall and add an invaluable link to the great 
chain of importance attaching itself to the 
Hudeon Bay railway from Prince Albert, 
fifty miles of which will be graded for steel 
before the fall. 


Great Highway of Trace. 

Tt ts difficult to exaggerate the importance 
of the roac to the bay, for the route is a 
world’s trade highway, rich in historic asso- 
cjations, and destined to affect the markets 
of three continents. The bondsof the line 
are guaranteed and the: project removed 
from the fleld of !mmigration to the realmg 
of reality. Prince Albert will take a great 
toll from the trade of * the way to the bay.” 

The Grand Trunk, Pacific looms large in 
the minds of many because of its federa) sup- 
port and “all Canadian” route, so it ts 
interesting to note that this roa¢c has graded 
a line into Prince Albert from Young and 
already laid steels to Wakaw lake. Imme- 
diately upon the early completion ofa bridge 
over the South Saskatchewan river rails will 
be rushed north on the forty-four miles of 
remaining route and Prince Albert will be 
given another portal. 

As for the Canadian Pacific railway, there 
{7 onis one intention—to tap the rich traffic 
of Prince Albert and the wealthy agricul- 
tural areas of the surrounding district. Hav- 
irg once tasted our trade through their 
lease of the Qu’Appelile, Long Lake, and Sas- 
katchewan line. now under Canadian North- 
ern rallroac operation, it is but natural that 
they should look upon a new road of their 
own with eagerness. 


Rolling and Fertile Plains. 

The Prince Albert country looks like the 
best of old Englard’s beauty and produces 
as well as the famous mixed farming lands” 
of France. The country is gently rolling 
and its soll is rich black loam on a clay sub- 
soi] and never failing in crop as well as stock 
production. 

One of our farmers, F. D. Cherry, carrt «4 
off the western Canadian wheat champion- 
ship at Brandon, Man., ip 1910, and the fol- 
lowing year took first prize. His greatest 
honor for himself and the district came in 
1911 at the National Corn exposition, Coilum- 
bus, O.. when he captured first prize in the 
world’s class from red fife wheat. Then, too, 
the first and second prize creameries of 
Saskatchewan are at our door. {Illustrating 
all the time the mighty pre&minence of tn- 
tensive over old strle of agriculture.

Land Easy to Obtain. 

These lands can be secyred, first, by home- 
steading. Every person who is sole head of 
a family and every male who has attained 
the age of 18 years is entitled to obtain entry 
for a homestead to the extent of one quarter 
section of 160 acres on payment of an entry 
fee of $10. ' 

These homestead lands are as good as can 
be found out df doors. During the year end- 
ing March 90. 1912, no less than 2,006 entries 
were made upon homestead lands. Farms 
that are improved or unimproved close to 
railway lines may he obtained at prices of 
$2 up an acre on satisfactory terms. ~ 

Lumbering is a future of gigantic propor- 
tions. Some idea of its future may be 
gleaned from the fact that 1,500 
square miles of timber are available for man- 
ufacture. This is spruce for the most part, 


tles. Poplar, jackpine, cottonwood, and 
beech abound, and fn the near future. besides 
being used as fuel, will supply excellent raw 
material for paper pulp. 


Great Lumber Mills Open. 

There are two great lumber mille in the 
district—one at Big river, employing 1,000 
men, and another in Prince Albert, giving 
work to 700. A staff of 5,000 men Is re- 
quireé in the woods in order that the mills 
may be sufficiently supplied.

WAGE WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS, 


Government Officials and Private Citi- 
zens Join to Stamp Out the 
White Plague. 


Regina, Sask., Sept. 28.—Much work has 
been dcne in connection with the fight against 
tuberculosis. A Saskatchewan league has 
been successfully inaugurated, and a medical 
superintendent has been selected in the per- 
son of Dr. William Hart, of wide experience 
in the treatment of this disease. He formerly 
was connected with the Saranac Lake sani- 
tarium, and was lately in chargé of the Du- 
luth sanitarium. After prolonged investiga- 
tion and careful inquiry, a site for the new 
sanitarium has been selected near Fort 
Qu’Appelle, and 230 acres of land has qow 
been bought and paid for. A sufficient supply 
of excellent water has been obtained by 
boring. 
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HUDSON BAY CONTRACTS LET 


Government Makes Award for 
255 Miles of Road. 


PLAN SHORT HAUL FOR GRAIN 


Of Two Routes, One Will Cost $16,- 
426,840, Other $19,108,672. 


Prince Albert, Sask., Sept. 28.—Contracts 
for 255 miles of the government line to Hud- 
son bay have been let to the J. D. McArthur 
company, the figure being about $2,000,000. 
The second contrect for seventy miles of rail- 
way, covering the stretch from Thicket 
Portage to Split Lake Junction, was awarded 
in the summer to the McArthur company, 
and it is likely it will also obtain the con- 
tract for the final stretch, 165 miles, to the 
Churchill river mouth, or 245 miles to the 
Nelson river mouth, tenders for which have 
been called for by the government. 

The total estimated.cost of the Hudson 
Bay railway with all the necessary buildings 
and harbor works. is, in the case of the Nel- 
son route, $16,426,340, and the» hurehill 


Short Haul for Grain. ~ 

The road fs primarily designed to give a 
short haul for prairie wheat consigned to 
Liverpool and other European markets. 
Prince Albert, on the Canadian Northern 
railway, isthe nearest large city, and the 
Canadian Northern expects to complete its 
branch line connecting Prince Albert with 
the government metals by the end of next 


season. 

Speculation has arisen as to which point 
will be the terminus of the new railways, and 
Nelson is the favorite, according to reliable 
authorities. While hydrographicosurveys of 
the wouths of both rivers were made during 
the summers of 1910 and 1911, this year the 
engifieers have been busy making harbor 
surveys, and all the activity seems to have 
been confined to the Nelso.i. 


Engineers Make Estimates. 

Engineer John Armstrong, who made 
soundings of the Nelson mouth in March, 
1909, on behalf of the Dominion government, 
reported in favor of the Nelson. A map 
showing the result of Mr. Armstrong's sound- 
ings accompanied hig report. Low tidal 
flats and moving shoals were the chief diffi- 
culties. The spring tide at the Nelson mouth 
runs out about fifteen feet, the neap tide 
about eight feet, giving a mean tide of 1] 
to 12 feet.

To the average American farmer the idea 
of growing alfalfa in western Canada is

Mr. Hutton of the Lacombe'station says 
that last year 800 farmers, living between 
Calgary and Eémonton, grew alfalfa, and 
that out of this number only one reported that 
he could not “ make it go.” 

Mr. Fairfield of the Lethbridge station is 
growing on his owp-farm as fine a balf sec- 
tion of alfalfa ag can Be seen any where and 
he also is de istrating it successfully at 
the experimental station. 

Mr. Fairfield is responsible for the state- 
ment that lest yearin southern Alberta 6,000 
acres were growing huxuriant crops of alfalfa 
and that guch farms are in demand at $55 per 
acre.

Towns of this description with the wealth they can and 
will produce will mean an inestimable benefit both for the 
city of Calgary and for the Electric RR. R. Company as well. 

“Our idea can be carried out to perfection in the tract 
of land which I have bought. The railroad avenues will 
be some 200 ft. wide. The tract will be fenced in with an 
attractive picket fence. Subways will be made instead of 
level crossings. The irrigation ditches will run along the 
avenues so each farmer and gardner can irrigate. Trees may 
be planted along the ayenues and canals, thus making a 
beautiful town.
